Alfred Lindsley, editor and pub- 
lisher of Eureka, who gained con- 
siderable prominence in 1927 as 
the result of a severe jail sentence 
given because of articles published 
in hig newspaper, was a visitor in 
Richmond yesterday en-route to 
his home in Eureka, from a trip 
to the bay district. 

Lindsley ig now editor and pub- 
lisher of a weekly magazine called 
on which all the

er design are prepared by himself. 

He wag released from jail after 
serving ten months of a sentence 
amcunting to 2000 days inflicted 
because of four articles appearing 
fn his paper and being held in 
contempt of ,court by the trial 
judge. He was fined $500 on each 
count with the option of serving 
as many days in jail. He chose 
the latter rather than pay the 
fine which he felt was unjust. 
His sentence was regarded as be- 
ing one of the most severe ever 
inflicted by a trial judge for the 
charge.
